Tin* London motor omnibus com­ 
panies have begun to retorm them ­ 
selves, as they arc fearful of legis 
lative action. 
The first act of reform 
of the juggernaut, which has crushed 
out so many lives during the past 
year in I^ondon streets, is a general 
reduction of speed, so th at most of 
the lines now do not exceed the rate 
of twelve miles an hour. 
In the past 
it has been no uncommon thing for 
the buses to run fifteen miles an hour 
whenever they came to an opeD place 
in the traffic and in m any cases this 
has forced the pace of lighter motor 
cars running in front of them. 
Owing to its great bulk the motor 
omnibus has become 
the 
premier 
“road hog” of the streets. 
Many of 
the drivers are exceedingly skillful 
pilots, and, taking advantage of the 
slightest opening, they force their 
way through the densest traffic with 
slight regard for the rights of other 
vehicles and without paying tii3 least 
heed to pedestrians. 
No other vehicle 
does 
m uch 
harm to pavements as the omnibus, 
yet it pays nothing toward th6 up­ 
keep of the streets. 
This is one of 
the standing grievances of the m uni­ 
cipal street car lines, which not only 
have to compete with the bu3 lines, 
but also have to pave a portion of 
the roadway. 
T he demand for an impost on the 
bus lines is becoming insisteat, and 
coupled with criticism s of tho r ex­ 
cessive speed, the complaints have 
become so formidable th at the com­ 
panies are beginning to pay some at­ 
tention to the rights of th e public. 
It is hardly likely, how'ever, th at they 
will escape taxation, for the town 
council of Croydon is already consid­ 
ering a m easure whereby t in bus 
lines will be compelled to coutribute 
toward the ui>keep of the streets.

The 
dock also carries an extra cargo of 
coal which can be supplied to the 
tugs iu mid-ocean if necessary. 
Each 
fug carries provisions for six m onths 
and seventy tons of frozen water.
